FOSSIL FUELS THE PROBLEM, NOT 
WIND TURBINES AND SOLAR 

Peter Goldring’s response to SEE's 
Question of the Week, December 21, 
2005 contains misleading and false 
statements about alternative energy 
which require correction or retrac- 
tion. Additionally, I wish to rebut 
the untrue implication that fossil fuel 
development is not harmful to the 
environment. 

Regarding Mr. Goldring’s state- 
ment that “worldwide, tens of mil- 
lions of birds are killed by wind- 
mills”: both wind power supporters 
and opponents agree that avian 
deaths from windmill collisions 
number in the thousands per year. 
Robert Bradley notes in “Why 
Renewable Energy Is Not Cheap 
and Not Green” that “worldwide, 
thousands of birds” are killed. 

The biggest single threat to birds 
all over the world is habitat destruc- 
tion. Canada’s boreal forest is home 
to 60 per cent of all the landbirds in 
the country (representing 1-3 BIL- 
LION nesting birds!) Industrial 
activity including conventional oil

mining coal and oil sands destroy 
vast tracts of bird habitat throughout 
the northern range of these species 
dooming millions of birds to death. 
Forty species of boreal birds are in 
decline, some at alarming rates. 

Regarding the implication that 
fossil fuels are not subsidized: in 
1995, the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) criticized Canada saying 
that, “direct subsidies and fiscal 
incentives to the energy industry 
continue to undermine efforts to 
improve energy efficiency.” Yet, 
from 1996 to 2002, federal tax expen- 
diture associated with oil and gas 
production totaled over $5.5 billion. 
Subsidies to fossil fuels distort the 
energy market and need to be abol- 
ished so that renewable energy is rel- 
atively more competitive: 

Regarding Mr. Goldring’s state- 
ment that solar panel manufacturing 
is a “pollution-intensive” process: 
photovolatic solar panels are made 
of specialized formations of glass, 
steel, aluminum, and plastics; their 
manufacture is comparable to that 
involved in making household win- 
dows, water heaters, or mirrors. A 
typical solar module will “payback” 
the energy it consumed during man- 
ufacture in less than two years and 
then proceed to off-set over 1.5 
tonnes of carbon dioxide per year for 
the remainder of its 25 year operat- 
ing life, in addition to all other air 
pollutants associated with coal com- 
bustion such as particulate matter, 
heavy metals, and oxides of nitrogen 
and sulfur.

tion that pristine wilderness will be 
destroyed to make solar power 
plants: in contrast to fossil fuel devel- 
opments, solar panels are intended 
to be installed at point of use, mini- 
mizing line loss and utilizing exist- 
ing disturbances such as the roofs of 
houses and buildings. Oil and gas 
facilities, oil sands development, coal 
mines and power plants are sited 
where the resources lie and com- 
bined with the infrastructure to 
move electricity or fossil fuels to 
market, they destroy large areas of 
pristine wilderness. 

Finally, to detail the myriad of 
ways in which fossil fuel develop- 
ment harms the environment would 
require too much space, but in 
overview they cause toxic air pollu- 
tants, climate change, smog, wildlife 
habitat fragmentation and destruc- 
tion (including effects on endan- 
gered species), water pollution, 
excessive water consumption, and 
terrestrial disturbances. There is no 
question that fossil fuels develop- 
ments harm the environment; the 
debate is whether this harm is 
acceptable and should continue to be 
tolerated.

Thursday, December 30—The Alberta Goy- 
ernment confirms $400 “prosperity bonus” 
cheques will begin to be mailed in January, 
but caution that not everyone will receive the 
bonus at the same time. The staggered release 
of the cheques is intended to deter against a 
mass mailbox theft. The cheques will be sent 
fo all Albertans who filed a 2004 tax return. 
Only those registered in the maintenance 
enforcement program will see money clawed 
back. Up to $1.4 billion in-bonuses will be 


mailed out at a cost of $10 million. 


Saturday, December 31—Hackers open up 
an enormous hole in the Windows operating 
system as North America tipple their way to a 
new year. 

“I'm being as straightforward and honest as 1 
can possibly be: the Microsoft WMF vulnera- 
bility is bad. It is very, very bad,” wrote securi- 
iy expert Tom Liston. “You cannot wait for the 
official [Microsoft] patch, you cannot block 
this one at the border, and you cannot leave 
your systems unprotected.” 

The “Windows Metafile exploit,” or “WMF 
exploit” can take over any Windows 
machine, install software that allows intruders 
to remotely control and snoop in compro- 
mised ines, and spread the infection 

But not to worry—Microsoft says “customers 
who follow safe browsing best practices are 
not likely to be compromised by any exploita- 
tion of the WMF vulnerability. Users should 
take care not to visit unfamiliar or un-trusted 
Web sites that could potentially host the mali- 
cious code.” 

So sit fight, quit surfing, and everything will be 
okay. Or, google “WMF exploit” and install 
the unofficial patch.

Death to Meth emcee takes on “worst drug ever”

“| THINK IT’S EASY WHEN YOU’RE 
young to get attached to things that 
make you feel better,’ muses Liam 
Harvey Oswald. The Edmonton 
scene stalwart—veteran of fist- 
pumping local bands such as The 
Kasuals, Les Tabernacles, A Last 
Goodbye, and Radio City Riot 
Squad—is trying to contextualize his 
experiences with crystal meth. Many 
years ago, Oswald spent some time 
as a meth addict and dealer in Dray- 
ton Valley. 

“When I read on the indecline 
web site about this show, I knew I 
wanted to help,’ Oswald says. He 
contacted show organizer Dave 
Noel, whom he knew peripherally 
from punk circles, and offered his 
services. “Dave said, ‘Well, how 
would you like toemcee?” 

Noel says he is thrilled to have 


Oswald on board, both for his 
longevity within the indie scene and 
as a recovered addict. “Meth is like 
this social experiment—a very sad 
one,” sighs the promoter. “Original- 
ly, the show started out as a ‘meth 
awareness’ idea. I wanted to do 
something that was proactive, rather 
than reactionary.” The issue was 
weighing on Noel's mind after 
watching a handful of friends and 
acquaintances waste away on the 
drug. “I was working as a security 
guard, and they’d come by to talk, 
Who else is up.at 4 am? It moved 
me, seeing and hearing all these 
things.” 

He adds that it was challenging to

A GOOD MATCH 

The organization Noel eventually 
chose to partner with for Death to 
Meth is iHuman Youth Society, a 
non-profit agency that works with 
meth-addicted youth and whose 
approach includes an emphasis on 
harm-reduction and creative 
expression. The concept of “harm- 
reduction” means that they don’t 
insist on total abstinence like NA or 
AADAC does; instead they have a 
certain tolerance for degrees of 
recovery. With a lot of zero-toler- 
ance programs demonstrating a

find a charitable organization that he 
thought would be a good match for 
his vision of the event. “I'd call 
someplace and they'd be like, ‘We 
can send some cops to speak to the 
kids,’ and I'd be, ‘Uh, no thanks’. 


high failure rate, the more inclusive 
notion of “harm-reduction” is gain- 
ing prominence in social work, 
medical, and legal arenas as an 
effective way to treat addicts. 
Oswald believes that iHuman’s

methodology puts them in a better 
position to reach and treat addicts. 
“Tm not ‘anti-drugs’ in any way,” 
he explains. “Realistically, I mean, 
80 per cent of artists and musicians 
probably use substances to heighten 
their creativity. And many cultures 
have a certain amount of drug use. 
North American culture, really, is 
the only one who says ‘all drugs are 
bad, don’t touch!’ But then there’s 
alcohol. It’s weird and contradicto- 
ry. When you say ‘just don’t do it,’ a 
lot of people will, just because they 
aren't supposed to.” 

He contends that the danger 
comes from crossing the line 
between use and abuse—a line 
that’s precipitously easy to slide 
across with meth. “Some drugs pull 
you in fast and hard. Other drugs 
might be easier to control your use 
or to get off of, but not meth,” he 
states. “I would never ever touch 
meth again. Never. I’ve made it— 
there’s nothing natural in it. It’s 
made in a bathtub with a bunch of 
rat poison and other crap. You use 
it and you don’t need to eat, to 
sleep... It’s cheap to make, cheap to 


sell. But it turns around on you, and 


you get more and more depressed 
and crazy and you don’t even 
realise it.”

AHOMECOMING 

He relates that he was already 
doing a grab bag of different drugs 
when he got into meth. Oswald 
vanished from Edmonton, leaving 
without a word to friends and fami- 
ly, relocating to Drayton Valley. “I 
was dealing to 16 year olds and ~ 
their dads. Dads, kids, rig pigs. It 
was not right. And I was using 
more and more,” he recalls. “The 
snapping point came when I started 
injecting it. I was up once for seven 
days in a row, awake, and the last 
couple of days people would tell 
me that I was going crazy. On day 
seven, I was kind of coming to, and 
I called friends in Edmonton. They 
hadn’t heard from me in almost a 
year and I said, ‘I need you to come 
save me.’ I was so scared. They 
couldn’t come right away, so I barri- 
caded myself in a closet—pulled a 
bunch of stuff in front of it—and 
slept for two straight days. My 
friends came and looked for me all 
through the house, and couldn't find 
me. Finally, they looked in the closet 
They didn’t even know how | got in 
there.” 

Oswald concludes, “I’m a caring 
guy brought up right, but meth 
turned me into a different person. | 
didn’t give a shit about anyone. It 
turns everyone for the worse. I gave 
up art and music while I was doing 
meth. No other drug I’ve seen does 
this—takes you so far from who you 
are. I’m looking forward to the show 
The bands are great. I think it will be 
fun to auction off the dates. But most 
of all, I really want to tell my story.”

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BUT WHOM DO CANNIBAL CORPSE

SOMEHOW, THIS DOESN'T COME AS 
much of a surprise—for 50 Cent fans, it turns 
out, “Scandals, charges of corruption and 
negative campaigning are not a turnoff for 
voting,” Hells yeah—get rich or die bribing

Rift between mainstream and indie spammer genes) for those willing to dig 


The chasm between mainstream and 
underground continues to grow. 
And the most interesting streams led 
even further underground—usher- 
ing a Golden Age for those with 
enough means and patience to 
prospect. 

With each coming year the most 
interesting pop trends become nar- 
rower and trickier to track. Take 
names like Animal Collective, Ariel 
Pink, and all of the innumerable 
freak-folkers led by Devendra Ban- 
hart. They’re among the most cele- 
brated, but to the average pop fiend 
their names mean nothing, if they've 
even heard mention of them. And 
their music is so peculiar that it 
could only possibly appeal to a pret- 
ty sophisticated audience. There's a 
similar trend in heavy rock. One 
could try to claim that bands like 
The Mars Volta or System Of A 
Down are pretty fathomable. Yet 
they too are among the most cele- 
brated, not least because they actual- 
ly manage to break their genre’s 
often smothering tight frame. 


RIGHT HERE, RIGHT NOW 

Then there is the other side of the 
musical topography today, where 
on the surface it sometimes seems as 
though everything’s been reduced to 
year-round talent-pageants, docu- 
dramas, and idol-festivals. Where 
fewer major labels desperately com- 
pete for a shrinking piece of con- 
sumer-cake and where the entertain- 
ment press has replaced keeping an 
eye on music with snooping on 
celebrity. 

Not that the audience has shrunk. 
To the contrary, it’s larger than ever 
before but also less cohesive, and 
perhaps more knowledgeable than 
ever. 

The initiated audience, that is. The 
one not satisfied by soap-stars and 
ringtones. The one that's realised 
that the world’s entire music and 
music history is available here and 
now as one great smorgasbord. 
Brazilian post-punk, for example, or 
funk from Ghana, Welsh folk pop, or 
Thai garage rock—to name just a 
few lovingly.compiled retro-compi- 
lations released in the passing year 
One could virtually start digging in 
any direction and soon risk drown- 
ing in everything that can be discov- 
ered. A lot of people are doing just 
that at the moment: getting hooked 
on British grime, French kitsch pop 
or original Ska. 

That such a climate is proving 
unsympathetic to the establishment 
of a mainstream canon is hardly sur- 





prising. Nor bad. That everyone 
doesn’t have to agree is only one les- 
son to be learned from the almost 
insurmountable amount of singular 
artists and tiny scenes worthy of dis- 
covery around the globe. All avail- 
able at this very moment, for those 
interested. 

At the same time, 2005 was the 
year that some sort of consensus 
appeared to establish itself in the rel- 
atively wide indie-circles: that Cana- 
da is where it’s at. Because lately the 
steady trickle of Canadian artist with 
their very own orbit around the 
planet has grown into a stream, brin- 
ing forth the likes of The Arcade 
Fire, the neurotic-grandiose pop 
orchestra that everyone claimed to 
love in 2005. Or their instrumental 
sister-outfit Bell Orchestra. Or the 
arty-collective Broken Social Scene. 
Or the Anglophilic The Dears. Or the 
electronica wunderkind Khonnor. 
Or the gay, glittering outfit The Hid- 
den Cameras. Or the mighty morph- 
ing one-man act Destroyer. Or the 
experimental-rock family Godspeed 
You Black Emperor!. Or The Uni- 
coms, Wolf Parade, Final Fantasy, 
Junior Boys, Stars, Do Make Say 
Think, and many, many more. 


PECULIAR REASONING 

It’s least of all a coherent scene, 
and has several different geographi- 
cal centres. Yet there are enough 
similarities to make people across 
the globe wonder which precise part 
of the Canadian mentality creates 
such results. The answer may be the 
artistic touch—the unapologetic 
manner in which these musicians 





dare to be both pretentious and a bit 
iar. The manner in which they 
steer clear of the worn-out clichés 
still avidly used in Britain, the moth- 
erland of the short-lived pop hype, 
and, perhaps, in their lack of anxiety 
Upon hearing any of the bands 
mentioned above, one immediately 
notices that their priority isn’t to cre- 
ate hit singles and sell a million 
copies of anything. If there’s any tac- 
tical calculation present it prioritizes 
precisely their idiosyncrasies, in 
order to stick out even further, to 
appear even more peculiar. In other 
words, exactly those qualities that 
guarantee they won't reach outside 
an initiated audience, but will be 
loved more fervently within it. A 
tactic that incidentally applies to the 
likes of Animal Collective, Ariel Pink 


and the freak-folkers as well. Quality * 


al dente, the likes of which primarily 
appeals to the highly pop cultured. 

Those who like that kind of stuff 
currently truly enjoy a Golden Age. 
What has become clear in the past 
year is that the good, broad, main- 
stream of yonder is missing. Of 
course, elitist quality and mass-pro- 
duced trash co-exists in every facet 
of culture, but what used to make 
pop special was that a lot of the 
quality stuff also held mass-market 
appeal and was commercially suc- 
cessful. Instead, pop appears to 
grow more alike the rest of our soci- 
ety, where an ideological drought 
has dried up the mainstream, cut off 
the babbling brooks that used to feed 
it, and widened the chasm between 
the broad and the narrow.

SOME BANDS CAN'T GET THEIR ACT 
together when they all live in the 
same house much less the same 
city. The Anglers, a “funky roots” 
group (reggae, folk, country) con- 
sisting of world travelers who use 
Edmonton as a quasi home base, 
manage to keep it together despite 
the fact that most of the members 
are usually off making a living half 
way around the globe. 


“It’s getting harder to coordi- 
nate,” admits head Angler Scott 
Cook, a kindergarten teacher for 
part of the year in Taiwan, where 
he and most of the other members 
of the constantly morphing outfit 
first met. “Not all of us are teaching 
anymore, and three of the guys are 
from South Africa.” 

Now that'll put a crimp in any 
band’s practice plans, but thankful- 
ly the singer-guitarist has managed 
to scare up enough willing hands to 
fill out the group for this Saturday’s 
Reggae Explosion at the Sidetrack. 
It'll be the last time that local fans 


will get to see the group in action 
for a while—after the show Cook 
will be hopping a plane for Taiwan 
to take up his waiting job as a 
teacher, and also to link up with 
Anglers members already present 
in the tiny Asian island. “The 
band’s kind of a nebulous entity— 
we're kind of scattered all over the 
place at the moment,” he explains 
“Two are in Taiwan, and one is in 
Africa.” Which, if you think about 
it, is the perfect set up, since it 
allows for instant Anglers franchise 
opportunities on three different 
continents. Lately, however, Cook 
has also been hitting the road as a 
solo act, pulling out guitar and 
banjo while touring Canada last 
summer 

“Tt just makes more sense eco- 
nomically,” Cook says. “Having 
less mouths on the road to feed and 
all that. Plus, I’ve been playing 
more country and folk music by 
myself. | think that’s what I'll be 
doing next year, just hitting the 
road alone for a bit.” 

In the meantime he'll be enjoying 
the Taiwanese countryside while 
schooling his kids and playing a 
few gigs around the island, where 
the Anglers are a popular band 

“The music scene is kind of a 
tightly knit family over there,” says 
Cook. “We've probably gone about 
as far as we can in Taiwan, but that’s 
not really the reason why I go back. I 
really enjoy living there —it’s a 
beautiful place.”

WATCHING FAMED DIRECTOR ANG LEE 
hurry from interview to interview in 
the lobby of Calgary's Palliser Hotel, 
it’s clear he’s a man ona mission. He 
has been busy since the early morn- 
ing promoting his latest film, Broke- 
back Mountain, and there appears to 
be no end in sight as various media 
wait for their turn to speak with the 
Oscar winner. 

At the urging of a local television 
anchor, he slips on a Flames jacket, 
punches the air and shouts, “Go 
Flames go!” (His affection for the 
Flames has been well documented 
and his schedule is being strictly 
adhered to so he can have dinner 
with the team’s president.) He then 
slithers out of the jacket, hands it to 
his assistant and moves on to his 
next appointment. Amid the glare of 
the television cameras and probing 
questions, he appears centred and 
focused, as though this is the most 
natural place in the world for him to 
be. 

It’s just after 3 p.m. and he has yet 
to eat lunch. His assistant arranges 
for a clubhouse sandwich that sits 
ignored as he perches at our table, 
wearing faded jeans, a navy blue 
pullover,and white tube socks with 





patent leather oxfords. 

“T fell in love with this story,” he 
says of the short work by Annie 
Proulx. Lee first read it seven years 
ago. He says while working on The 
Hulk, something was haunting him, 
but he couldn’t quite put his finger 
on it. He later realized he had to 
make the tale into a film.

“] think a movie finds me and 
enslaves me. I don’t feel like the 
master of a movie, but the slave toa 
movie,” he says softly, a hint of his 
native Mandarin still present in his 
voice.

“I guess she thought I was all 
right as the director of the movie.” 

Lee says he was pleasantly sur- 
prised by the flavour of the bull’s 
fried former pride.

Since the subject matter of the film 
is bound to raise a few eyebrows, 
Lee feels the need to address that 
and he does so tactfully. 

“1 think it’s easy to categorize peo- 
ple for social or moral purposes.

He also points out that emotion 
transcends gender and that this 
movie is meant to show the com- 
plexity of the human experience.

Lee's biggest hope is for the char- 
acters to resonate.

He says he believes the role of art 
is to educate and enlighten in a way 
no formal education can. 

“It takes sensitivity to look for 
truth and morally, politically, we 
cannot always get in there,” he says. 
“We have to live with each other.

That's why we need art, to fill that 
gap. To understand each other. To 
understand ourselves to each other. | 
think that’s the beauty of Annie’s 
writing—I tried to deliver that on 
screen.”

DESPITE THE FACT THAT A GOOD DEAL 
of the financing for Ang Lee’s Broke- 
back Mountain appears, rather ironi- 
cally, to have come from the govern- 
ment of Alberta, where much of the 
film was shot, Hollywood has been 
quick to congratulate itself on pro- 
ducing the first so-called “realistic” 
gay love story, and industry pundits 
have finally abandoned measured 
commentary altogether in favour of 
valedictory, albeit bizarre proclama- 
tions about this year’s Golden Globe 
nominations, which appear to be 
slanted heavily in favor of the film, 
being the “gayest ever,” (whatever 
that means). 

Yet the most surprising thing 
about Brokeback Mountain is not that 
it provides what is, perhaps, the first 
onscreen kiss, and the first instance 
of simulated onscreen intercourse 
between established Hollywood per- 
sonalities, but that it is, in truth, hard- 
ly revolutionary at all, recalling noth- 
ing so much as the Douglas Sirk soap 
operas and women’s pictures of the 
1950s. It would suffice to imagine, for 
example, Written on the Wind (Sirk, 
1956) starring two Rock Hudsons, in 
order to get some sense of the overall 
impression that the film makes. 

At certain points, one can’t help 
but wonder if isn’t all an elaborately 
mounted pastiche. Although it cer- 
tainly looks beautiful, with lingering 
long shots of stormy skies, cornfields 
at twilight, and alpine meadows 
recalling Nestor Almendros’ land- 
scape photography for Terrence 
Malick’s Days of Heaven (1978), its 
almost glacial surface perfection, 


like that of its two stars, Jake Gyllen- 
haal and Heath Ledger, only thinly 
disguises an underlying and essen- 
tial shallowness, which does Annie 
Proulx’s already rather turgid prose 
no favours. 

While Gyllenhaal’s Jack Twist 
and Ledger's Ennis Del Mar may 
not be the prissy and effeminate 
gay stereotypes that mainstream 
cinema has insensitively adopted as 
the acceptable face of homosexuali- 
ty, they remain stereotypical stock 
figures, their overwrought machis- 
mo and hyper masculinity evoking, 
perhaps not coincidentally, that of 
iconic figures like Hudson, and dis- 
guising a deeply ingrained, and, at 
least in this instance, fairly evident 
self-loathing. Ennis, for example, 
never quite seems to come to terms 
with his sexual orientation, protest- 
ing numerous times that he’s not “a 
fag,” and dismissing his attraction to 
Jack as nothing more than a “thing 
that takes hold of us every time 
we're together.” Both men also end 
up in heterosexual couplings, getting 
married and starting families, in 
what become, due to a hesitancy to 
engage with the full emotional com- 
plexities of the situation, largely 
superfluous subplots which provide 
the occasion for a fairly by-the-num- 
bers, if somewhat histrionic detour 
through the overwrought territory 
of the marital infidelity melodrama. 

In fact, the film makes the same 
mistake that most well-meaning, lib- 
eral-minded films about the 
repressed and disenfranchised do, 
heavy-handedly placing Jack and 
Ennis on a pedestal as Better, 
Kinder, and More Sensitive people * 
than almost all the other characters 
in the film, thus turning them into 








entirely alien beings, and denying, 

in the process, their essential 

humanity. 

The equally one-dimensional 

characterizations of the women in 

the story do little to lend credibility 

to the portrayals of Ennis and Jack 

as ageless, beautiful, near-mythical 
martyrs. Playing the constantly 
shifting third point in the love trian- 
gle, they appear either as sluts, 
avaricious and frigid social climbers 

or blowsy and fertile barefoot 
housewives. Michelle Williams, in a 
fairly unforgiving role, can’t seem to 
get much further than hysteric 
whining, shrieking, and dribbling in 
response to her husband's unfaith- 
fulness, while Anne Hathaway goes 
$from a bumptious and libidinous 
rodeo cowgirl to a heavily lac- 

quered, nostril-flaring headliner from 
Dallas with very few stops in 

between. 

In truth, if this were a formula 

soaper with a man and a woman in 

the leads, it would feel tired and 
somewhat vague, scoring cheap emo- 
tional shots at the expense of deeper |= 
characterization, or more sustained 

plot development. What we have, 

then, is nothing more than the 
exploitation of homosexuality for its 
perceived novelty value, which both 
trivializes and obscures the homosex- 
ual experience, whether consciously 

or not. Although Brokeback Mountain 

may represent a leap forward in 
mainstream terms, it’s a baby step in is

the ability to select the finest of literature up 
there with resolutions to quit smoking, work 
out more offen, and lose that forty pounds 
that we gained i in December. And so we 
collect, we compile, we count! 

Truthfully, the best-of-the-year antholo- 
gies can be meaningful contributions to 
one’s bookcase. Volumes such as the The 
Best American Short Stories 2005 (from 
“The Best American Series”) essentially serve 
bo useful purpose: given that most short fic- 
tion appears in periodicals, putting a bunch 

Pf better-than- raverage stories from a stack 
of different magazines all together in one 


bound volume is smart. Otherwise, it’s a 
matter of plowing through library archives 
to find that one issue of the New Yorker 
from September 1996 and, well, that sucks. 

This year’s offering of The Best American 
Short Stories, however, is disappointing. like 
the other books in the series, one editor (Kat- 
rina Kenison) selects a heap of short stories 
published in 2005; another is appointed to 
cull from this stack the finest according to his 
or her whims. This edition, with Michael 
Chabon as guest editor, is comprised of mid- 
dle-of-the-road fiction that threatens no one. 
The authors he elects for inclusion in the vol- 
ume are predorninantly white males con- 
cerned with all that concerns white males 
particularly that of the upper-middle-class 
middle-aged contingency therein. The vol- 
ume embodies the caveats of any compila- 
tion attempting to cater to everyone: the con- 
tent is bland enough that no one is dis- 
‘geen but the only ones who are assertive- 
ly happy are the mainstream status quo in all 
its WASPy glory. (This despite the fact that 
the series purports to scan through an 
impressive list of journals in its selection 
process, many of which are Canadian.) 

Proof of Best American Short Stories 
2005's entirely formulaic composition lies in 
its proud proclamation of Alice Munro as a 
prominent American writer (one who lives in 
Ontario, according to the bio). One can’t 
publish anything with the words “best” and 
“fiction” in the title and not include Alice 
Munro. 


Elsewhere, everyone is compiling lists that 
resemble re-combinatory bestseller lists: we 
have On Beauty by Zadie Smith, The Year 
of Magical Thinking by Joan Didion, Never 
Let Me Go by Kazuo Ishiguro, Kafka on the 
Shore by Haruki Murakami, John Banville’s 
The Sea, and so forth. (We have. noticed, 
however, that there seems to be relatively 
remarkable variation on the nonfiction lists.) 

And before you think that these are just 
lists, remember that there are a lot of people 
who seriously care about them. In the online 
world, Salon.com’s list of the top ten books 
of the year is especially lauded for its equal 
coverage of nonfiction and fiction. (Remem- 
ber how V.S. Naipaul's NY Times-endorsed 
declaration that fiction is dead outraged the 
crowds? What would we do without 
Salon.com righting the wrongs in the 
world?) It’s as if fiction went to die so that 
we might hail its phoenix-like return in “best 
of" lists. Salon’s acknowledgment of fiction 
as viable in today’s tough economic times 
and times of historical hardship is signifi- 
cant. 

For the record, Amazon.com's list is 
topped by the “intriguing read” that is The 
Da Vinci Code, a book that needs no further 
recommendations, and one that wasn’t 
released in 2005 anyway. Go figure 

Meanwhile, in town this week, there 
appear to be no literary happenings. Chalk 
this up to the fact that you're meant to be 
reading all those books that you found under 
the Christmas tree a couple of weeks ago.

“IT’S THE FIRST TIME WE’VE EVER 
done anything like this,” confesses 
Desiree Schell of Edmonton’s branch 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
World. “It was originally just dis- 
cussed over beer, as many good 
ideas are discussed—over beer. We 
thought an art show would be not 
only fun to do, but would also be an 
opportunity to demonstrate to peo- 
ple that the IWW is not only about 
being a union, but also is a vision for 
better world, a better community, 
and that includes exploring other 
methods of cultural expression. 

We have no idea where this may 
lead—we really have a desire to 
extend ourselves further into the 
community.” 

The venerable radical organiza- 
tion—the IWW as a global entity 
was founded in 1905 with the explic- 
it mission of creating a world where 
bosses (also referred to on their web- 
site as “exploiters”) don’t exist—has 
a long history of artistic, as well as 
political, agitation. 

“People are used to seeing us on 
picket lines, joining striking work- 
ers in solidarity, as a large presence 
at protests, doing May Day 
parades. We do a lot of community 
organizing and stuff at the grass- 
roots level,” says Schell. “But the 
IWW also has an established tradi- 
tion of supporting artists, like Joe 
Hill and the early Modernists.” 

Schell is quick to acknowledge 
that the show, provocatively titled 
Art and Unrest: Out of the Coffee 
Shops and Into the Streets, is not 
“overtly political.” She clarifies, 
“The only thing linking the art is 
that all the artists are members of 


feel it! 
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Edmonton’s IWW. We were alla 
little surprised, I think, at the 
amount of creative talent in our 
branch. As fellow members, we 
knew each other, but we didn’t 
know each other as artists. We 
have a lot of creative talent in our 
membership—writers, visual 
artists...” She laughs, “My particu- 
lar creativity involves organizing 
people.” 

According to Schell, the show is 
an eclectic collection of work that 
ranges from figurative painting to 
mixed media collage to cityscape 
photos. “Kirsten McCrea, who is a

upstairs we have a variety of dif- 
ferent artists. Some people who 
have had shows; some people who 
haven’t yet had that opportunity.” 
As could well be expected from 
an organization with a deeply 
socialist bent, Schell classifies Art 
and Unrest as “a group effort on 
our part. A bunch of us descended 
on Remedy to put up the show at 
7:30 in the morning. The opening _ 
should be fun. We will be raffling 
off some of the pieces, with all pro- 
ceeds going to the IWW. Plus 
there’s free food,” she chuckles. 
Schell notes that she and her 
comrades are also looking forward 
to extending peoples’ familiarity 
with the IWW. “We want to get the 
community to know us ina cultur- 
al context, as supporters of culture, 
as well as in a solidarity context. 
We want to do quite a few things 
in the next year that we've never 
done before—more workshops, 
more art shows. We've always 
been involved with the Anarchist 
Book Fair in the fall, but we want 
to do more. T{he IWW has its hand 
in so many things—we are not nar- 
row group. And we welcome input, 
whether you're a member or not. 
Tell us what you want us to do, and 
we'll see what can happen.
